Thompson attempted a goal 
from the field, but came nowhere 
near the posts, Witten kicking out 
from the 23-yard line after the re- 
covery. A penalty against George 
Washington and good work by 
the Georgetown backs brought 
the ball to our 13-yard line, where 
George Washington was onoe 
more penalized, the ball resting 
on the 6-yard line, in George- 
town’s possession, and first down. 

Neal took Holmes’ place at guard. 

Georgetown found a stone wall Brooks 
in front of them when they tried 
to push the pigskin over, only 
three yards being made in as 
many downs. George Washing- 
ton had made a stand that filled 
the hearts of the spectators, even 
of Georgetown, and had proven 
themselves worthy of the first 
place in our football history. 

After this crucial moment, de- 
fensive play only was used, time 
being called with the ball on our 
40-yard line.
